THE CEMETERY BILL. 

So frequent of late have violations 
of the rights and privileges of private 
individual become that wrongs com- 
mitted by the powers that be are to- 
day looked upon with a complacency 
which a short time since would have 
been regarded e.s most unaccountable. 
Buthabit will reconcile the public mind 
to even the most radical change, unless, 
forsooth, it be so enormous in its charac- 
ter that acquiescence would be little 
short of culpability. Judging then from 
the protestations made against the 
Cemetery Bill recently introduced in 
the Local Legislature, the only con- 
clusion to be arrived at is that its nature 
and provisions are entitled to neither 
, acquiescencenorapproval. BytheCeme- 
tery Ordinance of 1870 the Government 
wero empowered to appoint cemetery 
trustees whose duty it became to make 
rules and regulations for the burial 
ground under their management. 
By virtue of this measure a Board of 
Trustees was appointed and to it cer- 
tain lands at Medina's grovo were con- 
veyed under a deed of trust from the 
Government. Objections, however, 
being raised by residents of that vicin- 
ity to the establishment of a cemetery 
there it was finally resolved by the 
trustees to sell portions of the property 
and purchase laud at Boss Bay. This 
determination having been carried into 
effect the cemetery now known as Boss 
Bay Cemetery was established and the 
lands were apportioned to tho several re- 
ligious denominations then in existence 
in this city. Since that dato numer- 
ous interments havo been mado in the 
cemetery, which has been maintained 
by fees paid by the relations and 
friends of those who slumber in tho 
solitude of the grave. We have thus 
as briefly as possible stated by what 
means Boss Bay Cemetery was acquir- 
ed. Now let us examine into tho na- 
ture of the measure recently introduc- 
ed by Capt. Evans— the bill which lias 
aroused so much just indignation. Its 
worst feature is undoubtedly its propo- 
sition to cancel the lotters patent under 
which the cemetery was conveyed by 
, tho Government to the Board of Trus- 
tees and to transfer the trust to the cor- 
poration of the city. Not only will 
such a proposition, once carried into ef- 
fect, shake public confidence, butitwill 
annul privileges accorded to tho various 
religious denominations of the city. 
That these privileges are important 
and very dear to those Avho have en- 
joyed them is at once apparent when it 
is stated that deceased members of the 
several churches have been buried in 
the cemetery upon the faith that they 
— the privileges — would be continued. 
It is also anticipated that the change 
proposed by the obnoxious bill will 
have the effect of compelling some of 
the churches to form cemeteries elso- 
where, thus relinquishing that in which, 
as a portion of the public, they have a 
vested right. Another objection to the 
measure is that, whilst to all 
intents and purposes it is a 
private bill, it has been introduced as a 
public one. The Board of Trustees 
and other persons have thus been de- 
prived of the opportunity of appearing 
by counsel befor the Private Bills Com- 
mittee and giving such evidence as 
might have convinced the House that 
the measure is not of a desirable na- 
ture and that public sentiment is op- 
posed to it. This is certainly gross in- 
justice. Unjust, however, as it is to 
have thus denied a hearing to those 
most interested it is scarcely less so to 
have entirely, and apparently inten- 
tionally, neglected to consult the wishes 
of the City Council, notwithstanding 
the fact that it is proposed to add a 
great responsibility to their already 
numerous duties ; and the circum- 
stance assumes a more remarkable 
phase inasmuch as it is reported that a 
majority of the members of the Coun- 
cil are opposed to tho measure. In 
taking this position it must be admit- 
ted' the Council have acted wisely. The 
personnel of that body changes every 
year and as different Councillors would 
doubtless make different rules and re- 
gulations pertaining to the cemetery a 
state of very undesirable uncertainty 
in its management would thus be inau- 
gurated. There are many other provi- 
sions in the Bill to which objection will 
doubtless be raised, but those we havo 
alluded to are sufficient to stamp it as 
wrong in principle. We cannot, how- 
ever, take leave of the subject for the 
present without expressing a hope that 
the public lands will not in the future 
be conveyed for cemetery purposes. 
Whilst every respect and consideration 
should be shown to existing privileges 
obtained by virtue of tho Cemetery 
Ordinance of 1870, we think the repoal 
of that measure was a step in the right 
direction. The repeal does not inter- 
fere with the deed of trust under which 
the cemetery was conveyed to tho 
Board of Trustees ; but the measure 
now beforo the House strikes directly 
at it ns well as the rights acquired un- 
der it.

This is a statement very much calculat- 
ed to mislead the public, at least as far 
at the A.nnieEraser'scrow knowanything 
about having challenged tho Victor- 
ians, the fact being that they never on- 
tertained the idea of challenging any- 
one, having vanquished all-comers, Vic- 
toria included, at New Westminster 
last year. But on the contrary they 
received a challenge from Victoria 
which they accepted at once. To make 
the matter plain I beg to make public 
all correspondence and negotiations that 
occurred on the matter. The first is 
the following from Victoria : 

A'ictoria, March 8th. 
I afh authorized to state we are now in 
a position to mako a race with tho Bur- 
rard Inlet crew; give or take expenses for 
from $250 to ?500, anytime between the 
Lit and 31st of May next. We havo built 
a boat to match tho Burrard Inlet boat, 
that is, under 2G fect, and believe we can 
give you a good race. Shall bo glad to 
hoar from you as convenient. 

J. W. Griffiths. 
To which we replied by sending an 
agent to Victoria who in our namo 
accepted the challenge, offering to pull 
the Victorians for cither of the sums 
mentioned they chose and also offering 
them 8100 allowance for their expenses 
here. Which, Mr. Editor, was scarce- 
ly challenging, but liberally accepting 
a challenge; and that in a spirit to 
smoothe all difficulties and make the 
settling of preliminaries easy. How- 
ever, the reply to this was as follows : 
Victoria, March 20th, 1879. 
To Mr. Jos. Mansion : — I was sorry to 
bo unable to mako arrangements with 
Capt. Eawcctt whilo in Victoria. Our 
crow has not as yet boon formed; but wo 
intend holding a meeting noxt Monday 
when definite conclusions will bo mado, 
of which I will notify you by Tuesday's 
mail. Tho Captain saw our boat and will 
give his opinion. I sincerely hope tho 
raco will bo made and the best crew win. 
If wc conclude to pull in tho Inlet wo 
shall expect to havo a straight-away 
courso ; as it would bo folly for us to pull 
across tides wo are not acquainted with. 
I should think that from tho Narrows to 
Maxoy's or tho reserve, would be a long 
enough course.

At which stage the matter now rests 
as wo have not been favored with any 
communication from Victoria since the 
meeting, neither have we any idea 
whether it is tho intention of the Vic- 
torians to recall their challenge or not.

Sfhe bark Jirierly Hill, Baird, master, left London 
th Oct., 1S7S; took in a quantity of gunpowder off 
Gravcsend and proceeded to sea on that day; encoun- 
tered heavy storms in the Channel dead against us; 
for six days «5 hung off Brighton without gaining a 
mile; afte"r that the wind favored us and wo went out 
to sea; after tacking twice off the Ushant coast tho 
weather continued boisterous to as far south as Ma- 
deira; Crossed the equator In tho Atlantic Dec 2nd 
in 31" W., thence to Capo Horn, which we were off on 
15th Jan., tho passaife was slow with light weather; 
crossed 50* S. in 82' W. on Jan. 20th, and from there 
wo made good sailing, although wo were obliged to go 
east of Juan Fernandez; crossed tho equator In the 
Pacific on 25th Feb., and near there we had a delay of 
a week; again after gottlnn through the N. E. irades 
we had four days' dcliy; tlienco to Cape Beale wo had 
a good run through tome rough weather; arrived in 
Royal Roads on 28th inst. ; passage 100 days. All well 
during the passage, with one exception — one of the 
men fell from aloft and fractured his thigh.

EUROPE. 
Berlin, March 28. — Bismarck's 
speech in tho Reichstag yesterday on 
the motion in favor of an autonomous 
government for Alsace and Lorraine 
was remarkablo for its moderation. 
His denial of the right of provinces to 
be represented in tho Bundsrath re- 
ferred to their being represented on tho 
same footing as other states. He was 
willing to see them represented in a 
modified form. He had been asked 
why, if conscious of flaws in the ad- 
ministration of the provinces, he had 
not sooner proposed a remedy; but ho 
thought the initiative should come from 
the people themselves, and now that 
they had spoken out ho held himself 
bound in all conscience to meet their 
wishes: 

London, March 28. — Gen. Grant 
will visit Siam at the invitation of tho 
King. 

Paris, March 28. — Franco, like Ger- 
many, will decline to participate in the 
mixed occupation of Rounielia. 



INDIA. 

Calcutta, March 28. — Major Cav- 
ngnari had an interview on Wednesday 
with the Viceroy of India and inform- 
ed the latter that as all hope of peace- 
ful negotiations with Yakoob Khan 
had failed an immediate advance on 
Cabul ha3 been ordered. The Spoutar 
Gordon Pass is practicable. Gen. 
Roberts can reach the crest of the pass 
in a week. 

Lahore, March 2S. — Tho Govern- 
ment has ordered the immediate re- 
victualing of Quettah. 

London, March 28. — In the House 
of Commons Stanhope, Under Secre- 
tary for India, stated that no informa- 
tion had been received by thai Govern- 
ment -from Inaia that negotiations in 
Afghanistan had failed and that an 
immediate advance of troops had been 
ordered as reported. Ho added, he 
could say that the information to hand 
with regard to Afghan affairs did not 
agree with statements published. 

UTAH. 

Salt Lake, March 28. — A shooting 
affray occurred last evening at Silver 
Reef between John Diamond, deputy 
sheriff, and Jack Truby, a miner, in 
which both parties were killed. Joseph 
Bash, Truby's partner, was arrested 
this morning as accessory to the kill- 
ing. 

SOUTHERN STATES. 
Nashville, Tenn., March 28. — Knox 
Martin, colored, murderer of John 
Wittenmeyer and wife, was hanged 
hero to clay in the presence of about 
12,000 people. Beforo leaving the 
jail he made a full confession of the 
crime. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, March 28.— Tho follow- 
ing details have been received of the 
loss of the steamship St. Michael on 
March 14th. The Haytien steamship 
St. Michael, 6 guns, Commander Nadal, 
having on board part of the 27th Regi- 
ment of the line, with General Mont- 
point, military governor of Capo Hay- 
tien, on her way from Port au Prince 
to tho last named port, came into col- 
lision with the British steamer Bolivar, 
of the West India and Pacific Steam- 
ship Company of Liverpool. Of 150 
persons on board the St. Michael, of 
whom only 4 wero civilians, 72 were 
saved by boats of the English steamer. 
Among them are tho Captain of the 
St. Michael and Gen Montpoint. 
Among those lost are Dr. Lahens and 
Mr. Albert Francis Joseph, a brother 
of the late Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion.

Rome, March 29. — Tho final appeal 
of Passananti, who attempted to shoot 
King Humbert, has been rejected.

New York, March 29.— Tho Hud- 
son River is open nearly to Albany. 
It is announced that navigation will bo 
resumed on Monday. Steamboats and 
forwarding interests are unusually ac- 
tive. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, March 29. — There 
was a scene in tho City Criminal 
Court to-day during the trial of Dr. 
W. F. Smith's adultery case. Neilson, 
a prominent witness, stated that Mrs. 
Tom Fitch had been trying to suborn 
the jury. Tom Fitch cried "That's a 
lie." Geo. W. Tyler, attorney for tho 
prosecution, replied, "I can prove it." 
Fitch called him another liar, and af- 
ter exchanging pet names for a few mo- 
ments Fitch broke a cane over Tyler's 
head. Tyler then closed on his 
antagonist, throttled him and won first 
fall when the fight was stopped before 
any serious damage was clone. This 
afternoon both belligerents will have 
an opportunity to show cause why they 
should not bo punished for contempt. 

A. Roman & Co., publishers and 
booksellers, have made an assignment 
to their creditors.

The London correspondent of the 
New York Times writes as follows of 
the disaster to the British troops in 
South Africa: 

On the 21st of January, the main 
body of the British advance, under Lord 
Chelmsford, penotratod a considerable 
distance into Zulu-land, over twenty 
miles beyond Rorke's Drift, near which 
a camp had been established, with a 
convoy, consisting of 102 waggons, 
1,400 oxen, 2 guns, 400 shot and shall, 
1,200 rifles, 250,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, and a rocket-trough, tho whole 
valued at $300,000. Ten miles beyond 
Rork'o's Drift Lord Chelmsford loft the 
convoy guard and advanced with the 
remainder of his forces, some ten or 
twelve miles further into Zulu-land, 
"to look for the enemy," who, it after- 
wards turned out, were at tho same 
time 20,000 strong. Lord Chelmsford 
being well out of the way, they fell up- 
on the convoy. Tim British fought 
hard, and retreated gradually upon the 
camp and its valuable stores, thus get- 
ting the support of all their immediate 
forces. The Zulus fell fast before the 
deadly rifle, but thoy carried out their 
courageous tactics with a bravery which 
will not be forgotten when the historian 
comes to tell their story. To hurry an 
encounter to the death-struggle, hand- 
to-hand, is the Zulu idea. They advance 
in a body, the men in tho rear rushing 
into the gaps made in front by tho 
enemy's fire. Then the men, with short 
knives and shields, sling back their 
rifles and leap upon the foe. Those 
who are armed with spears break them 
off short and convert them into short 
swords. This is what happened at Is- 
nndula and the camp at Rorke's Drift. 
Tho overwhelming numbers of the 
Zulus, taking the troops at a moment 
when there seems to have been no op- 
portunity of availing themselves of in- 
trenchments or barricades, enabled them 
to overpower tho red-coats. The British, 
both officers and men, fought and fell 
where they stood, each one of them, 
however, slaying his two or three to 
one in the unequal fight. The colors 
of tho regiment and the stores fell to 
the victors, who thus came into pos- 
session of valuable weapons and am- 
munition, which they could also show 
to possible allies as inducements to join 
them. Not less than 51 British officers 
and 570 men lay dead in the sacked 
camp before the Zulus carried off the 
spoils. In the meanwhile Lord Chelms- 
ford was still "looking for the enemy 1" 
When it was all over the news reached 
him and he hastened back, to discover 
that the force he had left in his rear 
had been annihilated. Tho Zulus had 
not held tho camp but had crrried off 
literally everything that made it a camp. 
It was" an awful scene of slaughter. 
There was not a living soul in it. There 
were no wounded to tend and succor. 
Quarter had neither been given nor 
asked. Black and white lay together 
in the death-grip. Both had fought 
with equal courago and desperation. 
The sturdy Englishmen had met in the 
athletic Zulu a foemen worthy of his 
steel. The underrated savage had 
shown himself a creature upon whom 
drill and discipline may bo as effective 
in the direction of natural courage as 
on Europeans. Lord Chelmsford en- 
camped among the dead, making dis- 
positions to meet any renewed attack. 
Some ten miles away, whilo the flower 
of his armj is being literally massacred 
he is also quietly awaiting morning in 
shambles, while further in his rear an- 
other desperate fight is going on. In 
that inquiry, which he is instituting 
touching the abovo affair, the British 
public will expect some explanation 
from him touching the question how it 
is a British General is found advancing 
into the heart of an enemy's territory 
while that enemy'B army is allowed to 
congregate on his rear and destroy his 
base of operations. 

HEROES FOR THE VICTORIA CROSS. 

Some dozen miles from the camp at 
Rorke's Drift proper, a small commiss- 
ariat post had been stationed, near tho 
Tugela river, and not far from the 
frontier towns of Helpmakanr and 
Greytown. Here, without any in- 
trenched system of defense, utterly un- 
prepared to resist anything like a serious 
attack, and never dreaming of danger, 
there were a handful of volunteers, 
some men of the Twenty-fourth, and 
some civilians, about 80 all told. They 
wore under tho command of a couple 
of young Lieutenants, Bromhead of tho 
Twenty-fourth, and Chard of the Royal 
Engineers. They knew nothing of the 
bitter business that had been going on 
at the camp. Their first intimation of 
trouble arose from seeing fugitives 
making for the river, and, in the dis- 
tance, natives in pursuit. Seeing clan- 
ger, tho young Lieutenants called their 
men to arms, and commenced to turn 
their commissariat stores to account. 
They had a vast quantity of meal in 
bags and a large store of biscuit in tins. 
Theso, under the young Engineer's 
directions, they hastily formed into a 
barricade, with loopholes for the i-ifles. 
Meanwhile, the outlook saw several of 
the fugitives fall under the Zulu fire, 
more particularly Lieutenant Coghill, 
while crossing the river, the officer's 
intention being to warn Greytown and 
Helpmakaar of the danger they were 
in from a Zulu advance. Coghill and 
some half dozen or more had got away 
from the camp, charged with the duty 



of carrying news of the Zulu attack to 
the rear. The little post at Rorke's 
Drift appears to have been altogether 
forgotten, except by the Zulu army, 
for the natives who had pursued Cog- 
hill turned out to be the vanguard of 
another portion of the victorious force 
which had captured the Chelmsford 
convoy. Itwassunset on the 22d,just 
as his Lordship was beginning to re- 
alize what had happened at the camp, 
utterly unconscious of the situation of 
the post at tho Drift, that between 
3,000 and 4,000 of the enemy appeared 
before Chard and Broinheud's breast- 
work of mealbags and biscuit-tins. 
Waiting calmly for their advance, the 
little garrison poured into them a 
volley that staggered them. The fire 
repeated, and tho Zulus, swarming over 
their dead, charged for the most vul- 
nerable part of tho barricade, entered 
it, and were hurled back at the point 
of the bayonet. Again and again they 
returned to tho breach, which was clos- 
ed up with their dead. Tho garrison 
fought liko devils. They clubbed their 
rifles, thoy used their bayonets, the 
young Lieutenants fought with their 
.swords. After oach repulse the men 
returned to their rifle practice, keeping 
up a deadly fire. At the rear of the 
barricade was a small wooden hospital. 
There were five patients in it and a ser- 
vant of Col. Harness. The Zulus fired 
tho hospital, and tho inmates were 
burned to death, except Harness' ser- 
vant, who crept out and escaped in tho 
bush. Tho light of tho flames helped 
the garrison to see the foe, and enabled 
them to avenge over and over tho poor 
fellows in the hospital. All through 
the night the unequal contest went on, 
the Zulus more than once coining up 
to the breastwork aud seizing tho rifle 
barrels which flung among them a con- 
stant and deadly hail of bullets. Some 
of them got inside the impromptu fort- 
ress six different times, but were slaught- 
ered to a man. Assistant Commissary 
Byrne was conspicuous for his bravery. 
He was killed. But few of the others 
fell, sheltered by the bags and tins so 
admirably engineered by Lieutenant 
Chard. Toward dawn Lord Chelmsford 
continued hisrotreatand reached Rorke's 
Drift shortly after the attacking hosts 
had withdrawn. The Zulus evidently 
had good information of Lord Chelms- 
ford's movements, for as he came up 
they retired; and at first the men at the 
beleagured post thought the fresh force 
appearing against the grey sky-line was 
a new body of the enemy. The British 
colors, however, soon made themselves 
manifest to the outlook, and the gar- 
rison sent up a ringing cheer, which 
was answered by their comrades, who, 
as they advanced, found grim evidence 
of the contest that had only just beon 
finished. The neighborhood of the 
Drift was strewn with Zulu dead, 351 
bodies being thick about the barricade, 
more particularly at the point where 
they had been repulsed with tho bay- 
onet. The bodies further away were 
estimated at between 600 and 700, so 
that Bromhead and Chard's companys 
had averaged 10 Zulus killed per man. 
Thoy had not only done something to- 
wards wiping out the defeat at the 
camp, but they had saved Greytown 
and Ilelpmnkaar, and possibly, Natal 
itself; for they had clearly checked the 
advance of the enemy, who would 
otherwise have swarmed over the front- 
ier, which he has nevertheless crossed 
here and there in small parties. It is 
thought at tho Cape that every man at 
Rorke's Drift should have the Victoria 
Cross, and nobody in London gainsays 
their title to tho distinction, They 
have covered themselves with glory, 
and added another imperishable laurel 
to the famous but unfortunate Twenty- 
fourth. 

"WHO HAS BLUNDERED?" 

This is tho question which is just 
now being discussed in military, politi- 
cal and general circles, in regard to the 
destruction of the modern Twenty- 
fourth by tb.'d Zulus. Lord Chelmsford, 
tho Commander-in-Chief, is blamed 
when any positive opinion is offered, 
though a laudable feeling of reticence 
is shown, pending the arrival of the 
full and complete details. So far as 
Lord Chelmsford is concerned, tho pos- 
ition looks a little awkward. On the 
12th of January, he crossed the Tugela 
at Rorke's Drift and advanced as has 
been described. Ho had some skir- 
mishes with the enemy, whom by and 
by he lost sight of. For eight or ten 
days ho hovers about the spot 
where the disaster took place. . During 
this time it is clear that 15,000 to 20,- 
000 Zulus were concentrating within a 
few miles of him. What sort of recon- 
noissances could he have made, not to 
get an inkling of their whereabouts'? 
What was his cavalry about? In the 
old days of Kafir warring, the Cape 
Mountain Rifles wero the eyes and ears 
of th» Army. It is true, Mr. Card- 
well, under the Gladstone Government, 
disbanded them, in the hope, no doubt, 
of universal peaco. Their loss has 
been keenly felt. But Lord Chelms- 
ford know there wereno Cape Mountain 
Rifles to help him. On the 21st he 
appears to have become very anxious 
to find "theso infernal Zulus," and so 
he goes on with tho main body of his 
force. .He loft in his rear all his "stores. 
He does not even take the troublo to 
intrench the guard. All his stores, 
rifles, shot, guns, oxen, he leaves be- 
hind in charge of the Twenty-fourth, 
without barricade or intrenchinent. 
He had with him a small body of native 
horsemen and 200 Europeans; it is to 
be presumed he took some precautions 
to fling out some reconnoitring parties ; 
and yet there are 16,000 to 20,000 
of tho enemy hovering in his rear with- 
in ten miles of him. When he is too 
far off to render assistance, they fall on 
the rear guard, with the result which 
is now only too notorious. These facts 
are few, but they are facts. Even the 
telegrams give sufficient information to 
enable us to say so most emphatically. 
How will Lord Chelmsford meet them? 



Tuo Lornos Learn Tobogganing. 

Here is an extract of a letter from 
Canada, published in London Truth, 
which gives an account of tobogganing: 
"The Governor-General tried his hand 
at it, and a bit of his coat got loose 
somehow under the toboggan, which is 
always fatal. Over he went in the 
deepest part of the second plunge, but 
luckily the snow was too soft to hurt. 
Then he took it into his head to try 
going clown a shorter hill with a jump 
right on to the skating-rink. We tried 
hard to dissuade him, for if the persons 
are shot off with such an impetus on, 
the ice is a very different landing to 
the soft snow, and we knew what would 
happen if the Princess caught sight of 
him. However, off he went; the tobog- 
gan rose straight in tho snow, as a 
horse does to a fence, shot on the ice 
and right across the rink all safe. Then 
several gentlemen followed him. By 
this time up came the Princess, who, 
wo had hoped, was safe at the bottom 
of tho big slide, and too busy hauling 
up her toboggan to notice us. Of course 
nothing would suit her but she must 
try it at that instant herself, so all that 
could be done was to level the snow- 
bank a little, so as to make the tobog- 
gan jump a little less violently, and 
put some one to catch her on the other 
side, and off she went. Luckily she 
kept the toboggan quite straight and 
sat like a rock, so she spun across to 
the curling rink, where the long-stop, 
as ho was christened, caught and broke 
her shock which might otherwise have 
damaged the toboggan. Sho is won- 
derfully plucky, but His Excellency 
would not let her try it any more. You 
have no idea how popular the Princess 
is. She and His Excellency and her 
ladies go out on a snow tramp on Sun- 
day afternoons, and she has invented 
such a pretty walking costume. It is a 
dark blanket coat, with hood lined and 
piped with red, red sash round her 
waist and petticoat to match; and the 
gentlemen wear a dress something 
liko it, only without the petticoat." 



English. Hail, 



[Per steamer Isabel.) 

An official report was received . at 
Ennis, on Feburary 3, by County In- 
spector Smith, of a frightful charge 
against Police Constable Torby of Kil- 
f enora — that of poisoning a sub constablo 
named Ward, at that station. It ap- 
pears that he had been only a few days 
ill, and died, as was reported, of fever. 
Torby, accompanied by another sub 
constable, proceeded to the district 
headquarters at Ballyvaughan to report 
tho circumstances to sub Inspector 
Madders, when his fellow-constable 
turned round and deliberately charged 
him with having caused Ward's death 
by poisoning, and that he had adminis- 
tered poison to another policeman, who 
is now lying up from its effects. Torby 
was at once put under arrest by the In- 
spector, and the coroner notified to 
hold an inquest. 

Has the Earth a Tubular Pass- 
age? — While engaged last May in 
watching the transit of Mercury, Pro- 
fessor Proctor and his assistant observ- 
ed an intensely bright spot in the cen- 
tre of the planet as it moved across the 
sun's disk. It is reported that seen 
through their powerful refracting tele- 
scope, it appeared as a mere vivid point 
of light, central in the planet like a 
a hole pierced in the middle of a piece 
of round block card board. It was 
permanent from the time the planet's 
centre touched the one limb of the sun 
until it left the other limb — a period of 
seven hours. "If the observation is 
reliable," says a commentator, "it 
proves that the planet has a hollow 
axis. There are hypothesists liko John 
Cleves Sy mines who have long held 
that the axis of our globe, as well as the 
axis of tho other planet-spheres of our 
solar system, is similarly hollow, with 
a clear tubular passage from the north 
to the south pole." If such is the fact, 
it is thought that should any of the 
balloonists of Cheyne's expedition reach 
the pole, they will be rather warmly re- 
ceived, the theory being that if the 
earth i3 a hollow cylinder, each of tho 
poles is tho mouth of a vast furnace. 
In this way a German specialist ac- 
counts for the aurora borealis, attrib- 
uting the mysterious "northern lights" 
to the glowing crater at the pole,
